I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  19 66  on  the  health 

of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town® 

Your  attention  is  drawn  to  the  table  on  page  7,  which  shows  how  the  population 
of  the  town  has  been  shrinking  since  1950,  and  the  main  reason  for  this  would  appear 
to  be  that  inhabitants  are  leaving  the  town  for  other  areas 0  In  addition  the  number 
of  births  has  also  decreased  in  the  same  period®  With  regard  to  the  incidence  of 
deaths,  there  appears  to  be  little  change  either  in  the  numbers  or  in  the  cases® 


As  far  as  infectious  diseases  are  concerned,  there  is  no  real  problem  other 
than  that  due  to  measles,  it  could  well  be  that  in  the  next  few  years  even  this  con¬ 
dition  will  practically  disappear  following  the  more  widespread  use  of  measles 
vaccine® 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  once  again  there  have  been  no  maternal  deaths, 
which  reflects  on  the  standard  of  services  provided  by  the  domiciliary  and  hospital 
staffs®  This  should  not  lead  to  any  sense  of  complacency,  but  increased  efforts 
should  be  directed  to  ensuring  that  all  expectant  mothers  receive  adequate  antenatal 
care® 


May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  of  the  Council,  the  Officers  of  the  Corporation  and  the  Staff  of 
the  Health  Department  for  their  help  at  all  times®

with  the  national  rate  of  1?o 7i  the  adjusted  death  rate  was  14.8  per  1 9000  of  the 
population  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  11  <>7 o 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  2?o0  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  the 
national  rate  of  19o0<> 

There  were  eight  infant  deaths  of  which  six  occurred  in  the  first  four  weeks  of 
life©  There  were  no  maternal  deaths 0 

There  were  410  cases  of  infectious  disease  notifiedo  The  district  was 
apparently,  completely  free  from  dipiheria  and  poliomyelitis©  Two  cases  of  food 
poisoning  were  notified© 

Milk  and  public  water  supplies  gave  satisfactory  results  on  sampling ,  except 
that  organisms  causing  undulant  fever  were  present  in  11  milk  samples 9  involving 
three  farms  © 


Efforts  have  been  continued  to  reduce  industrial  smoke  pollution,  and  pro¬ 
paganda  is  being  carried  out  to  induce  householders  to  reduce  pollution  from  domestic 
fires «  The  Council  has  not  yet  adopted  a  scheme  for  the  control  of  smoke  pollution 
from  domestic  premises© 


Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants  for  the  improvement  of  houses  were  approved 
in  119  cases©

I  have  the  honour  to  present,  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
my  Annual  Report  for  1966°  The  report  reviews  work  carried  out  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors9  during  the  calendar  year,  except  in  so  far  as  the  report  on  Public 
Cleansing  covers  the  financial  year  up  to  the  31st  March,. 1967°  This  introductory 
letter  briefly  comments  on  the  more  significant  aspects  detailed  in  the  report,  with 
liberty  taken  to  refer  to  certain  carry  over  items  which  have  been  finalised  to  date 
in  the  current  yearc 

Significant  progress  was  made  in  improving  water  supplies  in  the  area  during  the 
yearQ  Full  advantage  continued  to  be  made  of  the  new  provision  made  in  the  Housing 
Act  1964  which  gives  opportunity  by  financial  assistance  to  replace  common  water  ser¬ 
vice  pipes  by  separate  water  services 0  The  old  system  has  resulted  in  many  houses  in 
the  Borough  having  water  pressures  totally  inadequate  for  modern  needs  ©  The  majority 
of  householders  known  to  have  been  affected  were  notified  of  the  new  scheme  and 
encouraged  to  improve  a  After  less  than  two  years  operation  270  jobs  were  completed, 
and  the  improvements  often  brought  in  their  wake  provision  of  other  desirable 
amenities  such  as  baths  and  water  closets  etc0  The  eventual  connection  of  the  3.50 
houses  in  1967  served  by  the  Greenbank  Private  Water  Supply  to  the  public  supply  was 
a  significant  stride  forwardo  The  outstanding  private  water  supply  problems  which 
can  be  resolved  by  public  mains  prevision  are  comparatively  few,  and  it  does  not  seem 
so  long  ago  when  23%  of  the  houses  derived  their  water  from  unsatisfactory  private 
sources o 

Progress  was  made  in  ail  the  three  current  aspects  of  dealing  with  substandard 
housing  in  the  town  vizG 

1 o  Clearance  of  unfit  houses  -  the  representation  of  a  further  272  houses  during 

the  year,  making  a  total  of  1,421  houses  since  October  1955®  Representations 

programmed  to  be  completed  by  1970 0 

2»  Improvement  of  unfit  houses  -  programmed  to  be  completed  by  1975°  Although 
the  main  schemes  will  not  start  until  1970,  171  originally  scheduled  houses 
(nearly  30%  of  total)  have  been  modernised  to  dateo 

3®  Improvement  of  substandard  houses  -  steady  progress  was  made  by  way  of  grants 

to  modernise  property,  owner-occupation  continued  to  increase  in  this  type  of 
property  and  the  pilot  Improvement  Area  was  reasonably  successful  despite 
limitation  of  present  legislation*. 

The  refuse  collection  service  was  appreciably  improved,  by  the  introduction  of  a 
paper  bag  scheme  at  holiday  times,  and  to  date  20%  of  the  householders  in  the  town 
avail  themselves  of  the  service 0  Further  improvements  are  visualised  in  the  future 
following  detailed  consideration  of  the  Report  by  the  Ministry's  Working  Party 0

Work  connected  with  safeguarding  food  supplies  continued  to  increase  during  the 
year®  There  was  an  increase  of  17%  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  locally  and 
requiring  inspection;  appreciable  work  was  carried  out  following  the  inspection  of 
local  food  shops,  and  past  efforts  to  control  the  incidence  of  brucellosis  in  milk 
supplies  now  seems  to  be  bearing  fruit,  and  this  work  is  to  be  stepped  up® 

All  premises  covered  by  the  new  legislation  governing  offices  and  shops  had 
been  inspected  and  re-inspected  at  least  once  by  the  end  of  the  year.®  60 %  of  the 
noted  contraventions  were  remedied,  and  efforts  are  being  made  during  the  current 
year  to  resolve  the  remainder ® 

It  is  considered  that  the  next  major  advance  in  improving  local  environmental 
health  must  be  the  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas 0  It  is  hoped  that  the 
Council® s  agreement  in  principle  to  commence  this  work  as  soon  as  financial  resources 
permit  will  not  be  unduly  long  in  implementation® 

I  again  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my  thanks  to  members  of  the 
Health  and  other  Committees  for  their  encouragement  and  support ,  and  also  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  other  Chief  Officers  and  their  staff  for  their  wholehearted  co¬ 
operation® 

With  pleasure  I  again  record  the  conscientious  and  unstinting  service  given  by 
a  very  capable  and  loyal  staff  and  body  of  employees,  to  whom  I  give  my  personal

1  o  PUBLIC  SUPPLY 

Bolton  Corporation  has  since  the  1st  Aprils  1963  been  the  statutory  water 
undertaking  for  the  area,  and  serve  8,475  houses  in  the  town,  all  being  directly 
piped .  One  hundred  and  seventeen  new  houses  and  fourteen  existing  were  connected 
to  the  public  supply  during  the  year  o  This  involved  the  laying  of  an  additional 
829  yards  of  water  main  to  serve  new  houses  and  1,058  yards  of  new  water  main  to 
existing  houses 0  This  latter  work  was  mainly  involved  with  schemes  to  provide 
separate  water  services  upon  which  comment  is  made  later 0 

Upland  surface  water  reservoirs  at  Clowbridge,  Greenfold,  and  Clough  Bottom, 
all  of  which  are  chlorinated  and  filtered,  provide  the  source  for  the  main  public 
supply o  Owing  to  certain  waters  being  derived  from  peaty  moorlands,  there  is  a 
liability  to  plumbo-solvency  and  the  water  is  lime-treated  to  overcome  thiso  From 
the  tests  made  after  treatment,  the  water  was  seen  to  have  no  significant  plumbo- 
solvent  action0  The  Undertaking  reports  that  during  the  year,  6?3  samples  of  raw 
water  were  subject  to  bacteriological  examination  and  partial  analysis  and  12  to 
full  chemical  analysis®  In  addition  1,64-1  samples  of  filtered  and  treated  water 
received  bacteriological  examination  and  partial  chemical  analysis,  and  18  full 
chemical  analysis*  The  results  showed  that  the  filtered  and  treated  water  was  of 
a  satisfactory  quality 0 

Implementation  of  the  powers  contained  in  Section  96  of  the  Housing  Act  1964 
continued  to  bring  a  satisfactory  response  by  giving  encouragement  to  owners  of 
property  unsatisfactorily  served  by  common  water  service  pipes  to  provide 
separate  serviceso  The  Committee  pay  the  Water  Undertaking^  cost  in  connecting 
an  external  stop  tap  to  the  water  main  up  to  a  maximum  of  £15 9  including  road  re¬ 
instatement  charges*  Owners  are  thus  responsible  for  their  plumbers  cost  of  work 
from  the  external  stop  tap  into  the  house 0  183  application  for  financial 

assistance  were  approved  during  the  year  giving  a  total  of  346  applications 
approved  during  the  two  years  operation  of  the  scheme  with  270  jobs  completed  at 
the  end  of  1966* 

20  PRIVATE  SUPPLIES 

The  demolition  of  91  houses  formerly  served  by  private  water  supplies  and  the 
conversion  of  14  houses  to  the  public  supply  reduced  the  number  of  houses  on 
private  supply  to  668 0  Of  these  221  are  in  isolated  areas  remote  from  public 
mains  and  a  further  203  houses  will  be  demolished  in  the  near  future  in  clearance 
areas o  Unsatisfactory  bacteriological  reports  on  the  Greenbank  Private  Water 
Supply  activated  previous  discussions  to  connect  affected  property  to  the  public 
supply o  Although  this  had  not  been  resolved  at  the  end  of  the  year,  by  the  time 
this  report  is  submitted  it  is  expected  all  affected  houses  will  have  been  connected 
to  the  public  supply*  There  are  approximately  100  houses  still  outstanding  within 
reasonable  reach  of  public  water  mains 0  Last  year  106  samples  were  collected  of 
which  71  were  unsatisfactory,  and  the  sampling  programme  in  the  future  can  be 
mainly  directed  at  these  outstanding  houses 0 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


■  The  sewerage  scheme  is  on  the  separate  system 0  The  sewage  disposal  plant  is 
situated  in  the  neighbouring  town  of  Haslingden  and  is  controlled  by  the  Haslingden, 
Rawtenstall  and  Bacup  Outfall  Sewage  Board 0  Treatment  is  by  precipation  and 
filtration,  and  the  present  plant  is  inadequate  to  meet  present  needs  satisfactorily 0 
Appreciable  extensions  are  at  present  in  progress Q 

117  new  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  sewerage  system  during  the  year, 
including  the  private  development  at  Newchurch  Road,  Newchurch  where  new  sewers 
were  laid,  New  sewers  were  also  laid  to  serve  future  development  at  Lomas  Lane/ 

Bury  Road  and  the  Housing  estate  at  Goodshawo  250  houses  are  not  on  the  water 
carriage  system  but  the  majority  of  these  are  outlying  farms  and  cottages  not  con¬ 
nected  by  reason  of  their  isolation® 

There  were  238  inspections  made  in  connection  with  drainage  defects  and  243 
complaints  of  blocked  drains  and  closets  were  dealt  with  by  the  Department  during 
the  year®  The  employment  of  a  man  for  the  prompt  release  of  blocked  drains  provides 
a  valuable  service  and  complaints  are  normally  dealt  with  within  24  hours  of  receipt. 

The  Health  Sub-Committee  have  powers  delegated  to  them  to  enable  expeditious 
action  to  be  taken  under  the  drainage  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  196I0 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  Rivers  Irwell,  Limy  Water  and  Whitewell  Brook  are  polluted  by  industrial 
premises  in  the  area  and  improvement  in  this  matter  is  one  of  the  chief  sanitary 
requirements  in  the  district,  although  in  recent  years  the  last  mentioned  stream 
has  been  appreciably  improved  and  fishing  takes  place  over  an  appreciable  length® 

Contact  was  made  on  a  number  of  occasions  during  the  year  with  the  Mersey 
Rivers  Board  and  the  fullest  co-operation  was  obtained  from  the  officers  concerned® 
One  works  in  the  area  presents  a  particularly  difficult  problem,  and  again  provided 
the  source  for  many  complaints  which  arose  during  the  year  which  were  referred  to 
the  Board o  It  has  been  advised  that  it  is  hoped  to  resolve  this  outstanding 
problem  in  196?°

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Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  converting  or  abolishing  the  insanitary  waste 
water  closet  which  for  so  long  has  been  a  feature  of  the  town°s  sanitary  accom- 
modation0  Ninety-four  conversions  were  carried  out,  7 4  through  the  Council0 s 
scheme  of  contribution  whereby  £15  is  granted  for  each  waste  water  closet  converted, 
and  19  by  way  of  discretionary  or  standard  grants,  and  1  privately 0 

There  still  remain  1,351  waste  water  closets  in  the  town®  Approximately  809 
waste  water  closets  are  to  be  found  at  properties  with  an  expectancy  of  life  of 
more  than  15  years o 

The  Council  make  a  grant  of  £15  towards  the  cost  of  converting  waste  water 
closets,  and  will  pay  one  half  of  approved  costs  for  pail  closet  conversions, 
including  in  the  remote  areas  the  provision  of  a  proper  septic  tank®  Since  the 
Council0 s  scheme  was  instituted  in  May  1952,  applications  have  been  approved  for 
the  conversion  of  53  pail  closets  and  1 938l  waste  water  closetso  Grants  approved 
total  £1,530  in  respect  of  pails  and  £139?62  in  respect  of  waste  water  closets,  the 
scheme  being  financed  out  of  loan0

The  level  of  smoke  pollution  from  industrial  sources  is  low  and  shows  con¬ 
siderable  change  over  the  position  appertaining  prior  to  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956® 

The  most  recent  figures  reveal  that  coal  consumption  now  used  by  boilers  is  only 
3 0%  of  the  tonnage  used  in  1958,  and  the  percentage  quantity  of  fuels  being  !J  fired0 
by  systems  tending  to  produce  smoke  is  9 %  as  against  8 6%*  At  the  end  of  the  year 
action  was  being  contemplated  against  one  outstanding  firm  following  a  number  of 
adverse  smoke  observations 0 

The  following  fable  gives  the  results  of  smoke  observations  taken  during  the

Apart  from  smoke  pollution,  two  firms  in  the  area  occasioned  complaints  from 
offensive  smells  arising  from  industrial  processes®  In  both  cases  the  firms  in 
question  affected  appreciable  improvement,  although  not  cured  by  altering  their 
processes  so  as  to  minimise  the  nuisances  which  occurred  from  time  to  time® 

Domestic  Pollution 

With  the  cleaning  up  of  the  industrial  pollution  it  is  estimated  that  at  least 
75%  of  the  smoke  pollution  arises  from  domestic  sources®  Although  Rawtenstall  is 
not  a  designated  9 black  area®  authority,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  health,  climate 
and  environment  generally  would  be  better  for  the  establishment  of  smoke  control 
areas  in  the  town®  This  subject  was  again  reviewed  during  the  year,  the  Committee 
also  receiving  the  support  of  the  Finance  Committee  agreed  in  principle  to  the 
introduction  of  smoke  control  areas  as  soon  as  the  heavy  current  financial  commit- 
tments,  mainly  on  Council  housing  estates  were  completed®  The  Minister  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  has  recently  indicated  his  intention  to  re-draw  the  0  black 
areas0  in  the  light  of  developments  since  they  were  first  defined®  It  is  proposed 
to  include  fringe  areas  and  others,  and  it  appears  more  than  likely  that  Rawtenstall 
could  very  well  be  included  in  the  new  proposals®  If  this  is  so^  a  proper  programme 
will  have  to  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry,  and  an  earlier  start  and  completion  made 
than  is  perhaps  visualised  at  present® 

The  authority  is  a  member  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire 
Consultative  Committee  for  the  investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution,  in  which 
there  are  twenty-nine  constituent  local  authorities  represented® 

Two  volumetric  instruments  measuring  amounts  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in 
the  atmosphere  are  situated,  one  at  the  Department’s  office  in  the  town  centre,  and 
the  other  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Hall  Carr  Co-operative  Grocery  Store®

Greater  acception,  with  reluctance,  of  the 
alternative  requirement  to  provide  access  to  some  means  for  employees  to  warm 
themselves  where  the  stipulated  temperature  cannot  be  required,  may  be 
necessary  <> 

3)  o  A  decision  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour  to  adopt  the  standards  for  artificial 

lighting  recommended  by  the  Illumation  Engineering  Society  even  over  a  phased 
period  would  be  welcome o 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

REFUSE  STORAGE 

The  rate  borne  municipal  bin  scheme  continued,  in  its  third  year,  to  work 
satisfactorily®  Broadly  the  scheme  is  based  on  a  renewal  basis  of  one  bin  per 
premise  as  a  bin  becomes  defective®  The  2-J  cubic  foot  BoS0So  galvanised  dustbin 
with  rubber  lid  is  normally  issued®  During  the  year  710  dustbins  and  704  rubber 
lids  were  supplied  by  the  Department  of  which  552  dustbins  and  552  rubber  lids  were 
supplied  under  the  scheme  at  a  cost  of  slightly  less  than  a  -Jd®  rate® 

During  the  year  the  paper  sack  system  was  successfully  introduced,  to  meet 
temporary  storage  difficulties  following  holiday  periods®  During  the  year  all 
householders  were  written  to  and  given  the  opportunity  of  receiving  a  paper  sack 
following  holiday  periods  when  they  were  affected,  20 %  of  householders  responded 
to  the  scheme  and  some  5 9 000  sacks  were  issued  during  the  year®  The  usual  com¬ 
plaints  following  holiday  periods  were  almost  non-existent  and  apart  from  benefiting 
the  householder  the  refuse  collection  system  was  facilitated  by  a  proper  container 
for  the  reception  of  refuse  rather  than  the  improvised  use  of  a  number  of  boxes  etc® 
The  paper  sack  system  was  also  used  to  meet  temporary  collection  disturbances  due  to 
road  repairs  etc®  which  prevented  collection  and  also  became  a  permanent  feature 
with  proper  holder  arrangements  at  a  number  of  premises  with  difficult  carries®  It 
is  anticipated  that  all  future  Council  home  development  will  be  provided  with  paper 
sacks  for  refuse  storage®  The  system  is  obviously  far  more  hygienic  and  quicker, 
although  the  cost  of  sacks  is  fairly  expensive® 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Difficulties  continue  in  the  recruitment  of  suitable  labour,  although  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  certain  bonuses  when  teams  were  depleted  enabled  the  continuance  of  a  weekly 
refuse  collection  service®  The  free  service  provided  for  the  removal  of  bulky 
household  refuse,  including  furniture  continued  to  be  in  increasing  demand*  The 
free  removal  service  for  old  vehicles  facilitated  by  the  co-operation  of  a  local 
disused  car  dealer  continued  to  work  satisfactorily® 

Domestic  and  trade  refuse  is  collected  by  three  teams  with  a  performance  of 
120  bins  per  man  per  day,  operating  on  a  stint  system®  A  separate  collection  of 
waste  paper  from  shops  and  offices  is  made  by  a  fourth  vehicle  which  also  deals  with 
the  bulky  refuse  collection  service®  The  average  length  of  haul  to  tip  for  the 
larger  vehicle  is  miles,  as  against  It;  miles  for  the  smaller  vehicle®

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IMPROVEMENT  OF  UNFIT  HOUSES 


These  projected  schemes  are  mainly  concerned  with  the  improvement  of  soundly 
constructed,  suitably  sited  back  to  back  properties 9  the  majority  of  which  have 
been  approved  for  compulsory  purchase  in  the  event  of  owners  being  unwilling  or 
unable  to  carry  out  the  improvements <,  Associated  in  the  same  blocks  of  property 
are  many  through  type  houses,  the  bulk  of  which  are  not  unfit ,  but  many  require 
improving  by  way  of  standard  grant 0  In  a  minority  of  cases,  in  the  event  of 
owners  not  carrying  out  the  improvements,  the  property  will  be  scheduled  for 
clearance  as  it  is  not  considered  suitable  for  Council  purchase  and  improvement 0 
The  back  to  back  property  for  improvement  falls  into  two  main  types  viz,  a)  e  those 
requiring  through  conversion  to  provide  satisfactory  housing  accommodation,  b) e 
the  so  called  double  fronted  type,  which  with  improvement  of  ventilation  can  be 
modernised  to  provide  a  satisfactory  unit  of  accommodation  for  at  least  a  fifteen 
year  period,  and  if  0 through9  converted,  results  in  too  large  a  house  for  general 
need  except  in  a  few  isolated  cases 0 

For  the  first  time  a  report  was  submitted  and  approved  which  timed  the  back  to 
back  conversion  programme,  and  this  is  visualised  to  start  after  clearance 
representations  are  virtually  completed  in  1970?  and  proceed  until  19 75 
Appreciable  progress  has  already  been  made  with  the  improvement  of  9  double  fronted6 
back  to  back  houses,  a  number  have  been  bought  by  the  Council  for  improvement  in 
the  next  year  or  so,  and  the  majority  of  the  owner-occupied  houses  have  either  been 
improved  or  are  currently  in  progress o  A  summary  of  these  schemes  is  set  out  in  the

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


MILK  SUPPLY 


The  supervision  of  milk  production  on  farms  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food0  Local  authorities  are  still  respon¬ 
sible  for  many  important  duties  connected  with  milk  distribution,  including  the 
sampling  of  milk  after  it  leaves  the  farm*,  They  also  possess  the  powers  for  pre¬ 
vention  of  infection  of  milk,  and  duties  in  connection  with  water  supply,  sewage 
disposal  and  housing  at  farm  and  dairy  premises 0 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  196?  -  1965  govern  the  designations 
which  may  be  applied  to  milko  Milk  which  is  not  subject  to  some  form  of  heat 
treatment  is  now  designated  "untreated  milk",  whilst  the  treated  milks  embrace 
"sterilised,  pasteurised  and  ultra  heat  treated  milks" ©  This  latter  designation 
which  operated  from  the  1st  October  196.5  introduced  a  new  special  designated  milk 
to  cover  milk  processed  to  not  less  than  2?0  F,  for  not  less  than  one  second,  and 
satisfying  the  prescribed  colony  count  test©  This  process  gives  the  milk  an 
exceptionally  long  storage  life© 

There  are  25  producer  retailers  of  untreated,  milk  in  the  Borough,  and  86 
registered  distributors  of  milk  opera, ting  in  the  district  under  the  Milk  And 
Daries  (General)  Regulations,  1959°  The  following  table  details  the  number  and

The  Department  continued  to  pay  special  attention  to  the  incidence  of 
brucella  infection  in  local  milk  supplies ©  The  25  local  producer  retailers  and 
seven  outside  producer  retailers  vending  in  the  Borough  were  all  sampled  at  least 
once  by  the  Department  and  once  by  the  County  Council  who  inform  us  of  adverse 
results •  Additional  samples  were  collected  from  producer  retailers  having  infected 
milk  in  recent  years,  and  individual  cow  samples  were  taken  to  trace  Infected 
animals  where  the  bulk  sample  proved  positive  © 


100  samples  of  milk  were  sent  for  examination  and  three  infected  herds  were 
discovered,  involving  seven  cows0  Four  of  the  cows  were  sent  for  slaughter,  and 
the  milk  from  the  remaining  three  was  isolated  and  sent  for  heat  treatment 0  There 
is  excellent  co-operation  with  local  farmers  under  these  arrangements,  and  the 
majority  are  very  anxious  to  remove  infections  from  their  herds e  There  is 
appreciable  evidence  that  the  infectivity  in  the  herds  has  improved  during  the 
years,  and  many  herds  now  contain  a  majority  of  cows  giving  negative  ring  test 
results o  It  is  proposed  to  intensify  the  work  in  the  coming  year  by  quarterly 
sampling  of  untreated  milk*  This  will  be  achieved  by  the  Department  and  the 
County  Council  doubling  up  on  their  previous  sampling  programmes •  The  individual 
investigation  of  infected  herds  will  continue  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Department 0 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 


Two  amendment  regulations  were  made  during  the  year  governing  meat  inspection 
and  the  hygiene  of  slaughterhouses 9  viz.  The  Meat  Inspection  (Amendment) 

Regulations  1966  come  into  operation  on  the  30th  September,  1966,  and  briefly 
cover: 

10  Control  over  the  hours  of  slaughter  by  agreement  with  the  trade© 

20  Prohibition  of  the  use  of  the  colour  green  in  the  marking  of  carcases  © 

3o  Changed  certain  details  in  the  meat  inspection  procedure  provided  for  by  the 
principal  regulations 0 

Further  discussion  with  the  local  traders  had  the  effect  of  reducing  the 
amount  of  Sunday  slaughtering,  and  the  present  agreed  hours  seem  reasonable,  and 
acceptable  to  traders  and  staff  alike .  The  position  was  being  kept  under  review 
at  the  end  of  the  year0 

The  Slaughterhouse  (Hygiene)  (Amendment)  Regulations  1966  comes  into  operation 
on  the  1st  February,  1967 9  the  principal  changes  are  as  follows s 

1o  Extension  of  the  original  regulations  regarding  the  retention  in  a  slaughter- 
house  of  carcases  slaughtered  elsewhere . 

Zo  Limitation  to  72  hours  of  animals  in  lairages  prior  to  slaughter. 

3®  The  keeping  clean  of  lairages . 

40  The  use  of  wiping  cloths  in  the  dressing  of  carcases  is  prohibited,  but  until 
the  1st  November,  1968  it  is  permitted  provided  a  separate  sterile  cloth  is 
used  on  each  carcase . 

The  scale  of  charges  for  meat  inspection  was  again  reviewed,  and  it  was 
decided  to  retain  the  charges  as  fixedo  The  rates  are  as  follows^  cattle  2/0d; 
calves  6d;  pigs  6d;  and  sheep  4d0  The  expenditure  incurred  on  meat  inspection  by 
way  of  salaries,  transport  etc.  is  more  than  the  income  derived  from  the  charges 0 
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All  meat  and  offal  is,  immediately  after  condemnation,  collected  by  the 
Department,  stained  with  green  dye  and  later  sold  for  manufacture  into  feeding
